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The  apparent  path  of  the  sun  in  the  sky  lies 
through  12  constellations  or  groups  of  stars,  and  the 
zone  which  these  stars  occupy  is  called  the  Zodiac. 
To  the  ancients,  time  ran  something  like  this: 

"The  Ram,  the  Bull,  the  Heavenly  Twins, 

And  next  the  Crab  the  Lion  shines; 

The  Virgin,  and  the  Scales 

The  Scorpion,  Archer,  and  the  Goat 

The  Man  that  Bears  the  watering  pot, 

And  Fish  with  glittering  tails.” 


To  our  Seniors  time  has  likewise  run  through 
twelve  constellations  or  Zodiacs.  It  is  now  referred 
to  as  the  6-3-3  plan  in  school  organization— six  years
